British Petroleums, Western Consolidated Oils, the 
Wainwright Oil Development Company, Baxter Lake 
Oil Company and The Crown Oil company, with inter- 
locking interests practically blanket: the township in 
-which oil was struck by British Petroleum last fall and 
sold a large amount of acreage north, east and south of 
the well in the adjoining townships. They will co-oper- 
ate to exploit their ground it was learned Saturday. 

Mr. Emmens made it clear that with the exception of 
an 80 acre tract about 1 3-4 miles southeast of No. 2 B. P. 
well, which was leased to Western Consolidated Oils, 
no acreage was in the hands of other companies for 
drilling purposes, despite the fact that several companies 
had representd their holdings as identical with that of 
certain tracts of B. P. acreage. 

“Two heavy duty rotary rigs will be put in the field 
by British Petroleums to work 24 hours a day continuous- 
ly until December Ist, or possibly, through next winter.” 
stated Mr. Emmens. ' “ 

“Arrangements will be made immediately for oil tank- 
age for No. 2 well, the first installation being two. 1,000 
barrel tanks. Ql pipe lines will be laid to the C. N. R.,, 
at a point near Wainwright. 

_ °.. “Six New Wells 

“Weare purchasing’ sufficient casing for. six few wells 
and tubing’ for the six wells and for No.2 well. About 
30,000 feet of two and-four inch gas lines will be laid. 

“The company has made an appropriation of about 
$120,000 for this field for actual operations in the com- 
ing season and places the minimum number of wells at 
six. We shall try to make it eight or more.” 

J. O. Williams states that Western Consolidated Oils 
has contracted with a drilling company for one well in 
-the field on deased ground and intends drilling two or 
three other wells with its own crews. ; 

It is reported that the Imperial Oil Limited, will drill

W. J. McKie 
first came to Corsicana as attorney for the Cotton Belt 
Railroad in the early eighties. His lands-were acquired 
through purchases from time to time at an average price 
of $10 an acre. The/Humphrey’s Oil Co. has over fifty 
wells on a.320 acre lease McKie lease, the Hughes De- 
velopment Co., 12 on another smaller property and Hum- 
ble, Texas, Roxena and Gulf Companies each ‘have sev- 
eral producers on McKie lands. Right after the recent 
war, due to the slump in price of agricultural products 
and cattle, Judge McKie was considered land poor. It 
was a,hard proposition to pay taxes on the — property. 
Sale of lands was slow. A long, hard pull had been made 
by the aged attorney before the golden oil pool was dis- 
covered. His royalty, none of it being sold before pro- 
duction was found, has netted him several millions. 


Davis Took a Chance 


_ L. T. Davis, on whose lands some of tha biggest wells 
in the field were brought’ in, is also among the royalty 
kings. A tract of 73 acres, the land too poor to even grow 
peas, has had a total of sixteen wells, none of which made 
less than 10,000 barrels initial production and sevefal of 
which made close to 20,000 barrels. Davis sold none of. 
his royalty. — ae 
__“T have owned that land for a number of years, and 
if there is oil underneath it I will get my full eigth, and 
if not I will be none the worse off than I have been since 
owning it,” was Davis’s reasoning. Fabulous prices were 
offered him as the pay trend swept in his direction, but as 
ihe Humble Oil & Refining Co. leased the farm and be- 
gan drilling. Davis still held to his eighth. (All offers 
made him by royalty dealers to sell it were rejected. Al- 
ready 1,000,000 bbls. of oil have been run from the six- 
teen wells and they are still producing. , 

‘Davis was for years a tenant farm@, a small town 
butcher and chili restaurant keeper, a grocery clerk, and 
at the time of the first well being drilled on his property 
conducted a small butcher shop and dealt in chili.. He 
‘s now considering the establishment of a wholesale chili 
canning plant to be located in Corsicana. He had ceased 
to run the farm himself several Years before oil was dis- 
covered, having found it too slow a business. 


_ S. D. Ramsey, another farmer and now a royalty owner 
amassed a fortune when about 30 flowing’ wells were 
drilled on ‘his lands. “ He took up residence in-Corsicana, 
overseeing his farming interest and conducting a small . 
mercantile business. —
